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NEWS  AND  COMMENT 

It  is  quite  impossible  in  the  space  at  our  disposal  to  reproduce  the  numerous 
laudatory  and  regretful  resolutions  passed  by  Faculty,  Students  and  Alumni  Clubs 
in  recognition  of  the  direful  fact  that  Dr.  Drinker  will  soon  retire  as  Lehigh's  chief 
executive.  From  individual  Alumni  letters  by  the  hundreds  attest  the  love  and 
veneration  Lehigh  hearts  hold  for  our  President.  In  the  almost  fifty  years  since 
his  graduation  he  has  been  a  constant  worker  for  Lehigh,  and  no  college  has  ever 
had  a  more  loyal,  self  sacrificing  son.  We  might  write  reams  to  tell  of  his  service 
and  of  the  great  accomplishments  for  Lehigh  with  which  his  life  has  been  filled 
but  nothing  will  tell  the  story  more  truly  or  half  as  succinctly  as  a  brief  summary 
.showing  the  wonderful  growth  of  our  Alma  Mater  during  his  fifteen  years  as  Presi- 
dent. Reading  these  figures  one  realizes  the  determination  and  effort  that  must 
have  been  expended  to  treble  our  endowment,  wipe  out  three-quarters  of  a  million 
debt,  and  almost  double  our  plant,  teaching  force  and  student  body  in  the  short 
space  of  fifteen  years.

The  Alumni  Trustees. — The  Alumni  As- 
sociation has  created  a  real  place  for 
itself  in  Lehigh  affairs  and  in  recognition 
of  this  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  unani- 
mously decided  that  the  Alumni  Trustees 
should  have  the  vote  and  share  in  the 
future  the  responsibility  that  rests  on  the 
other  members  of  the  Board.  It  is  a  great 
step  forward  and  every  Lehigh  man  will 
welcome  it  as  a  sign  of  a  new  spirit  in  the 
conduct  of  Lehigh  affairs.  But  we  must 
also  recognize  that  it  compels  a  new  atti- 
tude on  our  part.  An  attitude  of  serious 
responsibility.  It  also  becomes  necessary 
to  make  our  Alumni  Trustees  more  nearly 
representative  of  the  Alumni  body,  and  in 


order  to  do  this  some  new  method  of  nom- 
inating them  must  be  found.  R.  C.  Wat- 
son, '13,  Secretary  of  the  Washington  Le- 
high Club,  has  suggested  that  the  various 
local  clubs  be  made  official  units  of  the 
central  Alumni  body  and  aid  in  the  nom- 
ination of  Alumni  officers  and  Alumni 
Trustees.  This  is  an  excellent  idea  and 
we  submit  for  discussion  the  following 
plan.  At  the  first  fall  meeting  of  each 
club,  to  be  held  before  November  15,  a 
complete  ticket  for  election  the  following 
spring  be  nominated  by  the  club,  and  these 
nominations  be  sent  to  the  Alumni  Secre- 
tary immediately  after  November  fifteenth. 
The  Secretary  will  send  to  each  club  a  full 
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list  of  all  nominations  made  by  the  various 
clubs.  Each  club  will  then  vote  on  all 
the  nominees,  and  the  result  of  this  bal- 
loting will  be  again  sent  to  the  Secretary. 
He  in  turn  will  forward  these  results,  not 
later  than  March  first  of  each  year,  to  the 
Nominating  Committee,  whose  nomina- 
tions will  then  be  governed  by  the  results 
of  this  voting.  Where  two  or  more  men 
seem  to  be  about  equally  supported  for 
any  office  they  can  nominate  all  of  these 
favorites,  allowing  the  ballots  at  the  June 
meeting  to  determine  the  final  results. 
Anything  of  this  kind  requires  a  change 
in  the  by-laws  and  should  be  thoroughly 
discussed  before  an  amendment  is  pre- 
pared. Therefore  we  will  throw  open  the 
columns  of  the  Bulletin  to  communica- 
tions bearing  on  this  subject.  In  addition 
we  trust  its  importance  will  sufficiently  ap- 
peal to  the  various  clubs  so  that  they  will 
disCusss  it  thoroughly  and  advise  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  conclusions  they  reach. 

The    Classes    and    the    "BuUetui." — The 

action  of  the  Class  of  '90  at  their  reunion 
dinner  was  tremendously  gratifying  to  the 
Editor.  Without  any  suggestion  they  con- 
ceived and  adopted  a  plan  for  supporting 
the  Bulletin  which  will,  if  generally 
adopted,  make  our  monthly  a  great  suc- 
cess. The  seventeen  members  present 
formed  themselves.  In  accordance  with  the 
time-honored  custom  of  the  Class  of  '9  0, 
into  an  executive  committee  which  adopted 
a  resolution  "to  assume  subscriptions  to 
the  Alumni  Bulletin  for  every  legitimate, 
living  member  of  the  class  for  whom  there 
is  a  known  mailing  address."  They  im- 
mediately notified  the  Alumni  Secretary 
of  their  action  and  took  steps  to  clear  their 
list  of  such  men  who  properly  belong  to 
other  classes  and  also  of  such  names  as 
were,  so  far  as  the  recollection  of  the  other 
members  of  the  class  went,  not  even  in 
College  during  their  time.  Such  names 
as  these  are  on  almost  every  class  list. 
Men  who  matriculated  but  left  college  dur- 
ing the  first  few  weeks,  before  any  one  of 
the  class  became  acquainted  with  them. 
And  every  class  which  has  honestly  tried 
for  years  to  get  a  response  from  these  men, 
without  success,  has  the  right  to  demand 
that  they  be  not  counted  in  cup  com- 
petitions or  in  any  plan  such  as  '90  has 
adopted  in  support  of  the  Bulletin. 

If  the  other  classes  will  adopt  the  same 
resolution  the  Alumni  Bulletin  will  be 
put  on  the  same  basis  as  the  "Princeton 
Alumni  Weekly."  Every  class  at  Prince- 
ton follows  this  plan,  and  Princeton  with 
10,000  alumni  has  10,000  subscribers  to 
the  alumni  paper.  In  recognition  of  such 
class  action  the  Bulletin  subscription  will 
be  reduced  to  $1.50  for  the  members  of 
each  class  following  this  plan,  it  will 
carry  all  class  advertisements  and  an- 
nouncements without  charge,  will  print 
complete  each  month  a  full  list  of  all  news 
about  the  members  of  the  class  and 
furnish  for  each  class  reunion  a  printed 
summary  of  the  doings  of  the  class  and 
its   members   for  the   previous   five   years. 


A  copy  of  this  summary  will  be  sent  each 
class  member,  giving  what  amounts  to  a 
five  year  book. 

Now,  how  can  the  classes  accomplish 
this  project?  First  they  must  collect  the 
money  and  pay  it  in  a  lump  in  advance 
each  year.  Every  man  possible  must  be 
induced  to  subscribe  at  the  $2.00  rate  and 
in  addition  as  many  as  possible  persuaded 
to  take  multiple  subscriptions.  Suppose 
a  class  has  100  "legitimate,  living  mem- 
bers with  known  addresses."  Suppose 
further  that  50  of  them  send  in  $2.00  each 
to  the  class  secretary  for  the  Bulletin, 
and  in  addition  a  few  members  who  can 
afford  it  pay  for  25  extra  subscriptions  at 
$2.00  each.  That  makes  the  $150  neces- 
sary to  cover  the  100  subscriptions.  Think 
what  it  means  for  the  class.  They  have 
an  ofiicial  monthly  medium  to  communi- 
cate with  evei'y  member.  They  can  start 
their  reunion  propaganda  a  year  in  ad- 
vance without  any  cost  or  trouble  for 
mailing.  Every  class  member  will  be  con- 
stantly in  touch  with  the  doings  of  his 
fellows  and  every  five  years  will  get  a 
history  of  his  classmates.  Is  it  worth  the 
effort  '89,  '95,  '99,  '05  and  '10  are  al- 
ready considering  similar  action.  Come 
on,  you  other  classes.  Don't  let  YOUR 
class  be  the  last  in  the  wash! 

Life  Memberships. — We  are  "pleased  as 
Punch"to  note  the  sudden  recrudescence  of 
the  Life  Membership  idea  since  Charley 
Marshall's  letter  went  out  to  the  mem- 
bers in  April.  Since  the  publication  of 
the  March  Bltlletin  we  have  received 
twenty-two  new  Life  Memberships.  With 
the  determination  of  the  classes  to  aid 
the  Association  in  securing  new  members 
our  total  of  230  Life  Members  should 
double  within  the  cpming  year. 

'95  has  passed  '89  for  the  lead,  having 
now  a  total  of  24,  with  '89  second  with  20. 
'9  3  has  passed  '9  6  for  third  place,  having 
now  13  Life  Members  against  a  total  of 
12  for  '96.

From  the  minutes  of  meeting  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lehigh  University  held 
Monday  evening,  June  14,   1920. 

"WHEREAS,  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lehigh  University  held 
at  the  office  of  Mr.  C.  M.  Schwab  in  New  York  on  April  23rd,  1920,  the  following  letter 
of  Doctor  Drinker's  was  received  and  read: — 

April   23rd,    1920. 
To   the  Trustees  of  Lehigh  University. 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  felt  for  some  time  and  have  so  stated,  informally,  to  the  members  of 
our  Board  of  Trustees,  that  as  I  reach  the  age  of  seventy  this  year,  it  would  be  the 
part  of  wisdom  for  me  to  retire  from  the  presidency  of  the  University.  I,  therefore, 
tender  my  resignaton  to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  the  Commencement  Exercises  on 
June  15th  next,  or  at  the  convenience  of  the  Board.  So  far  as  I  know,  I  am  in  perfect 
health  and  in  good  strength,  but  I  wish  to  retire  while  my  friends  still  feel  they 
desire  my  services  to  continue.  I  am  not  willing  to  hold  on  for  some  time,  as  I 
might  do,  and  then  feel  that  increasing  years  and  failing  powers  compel  my  retire- 
ment. 

From  the  time  of  my  graduation  in  June,  1871,  I  have  been  devoted  to  the  service 
of  the  University's  interests,  and  have  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Alumni,  President 
of  the  Alumni,  Alumni  Trusiee,  Trustee,  and  President,  and  now  in  proposing  to  drop' 
out  of  active  presidential  duties,  I  have  no  thought  of  lessening  my  interest  in  the 
Alma  Mater,  nor  is  my  retirement  from  the  presidency  prompted  by  any  thought 
except  that  I  have  accomplished  the  things  for  which  I  came  here,  and  I  now  wish 
to  see  the  leadership  of  the  Unversity  pass  into  the  hands  of  a  younger  man,  one 
qualified  by  educational  training  and  actual  large  experience  in  educational  work, 
and  possessing  marked  executive  ability.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  University  has 
reached  a  stage  in  its  existence  requiring  for  its  leadership  and  guidance,  a  man 
possessing  these  characteristics. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  bring  to  the  service  of  the  University  energy,  devotion 
and  business  experience.  It  was  thought  at  the  time  of  my  election,  when  the 
University  was  in  financial  strain,  and  in  need  of  greater  facilities  in  plant  and 
equipment  and  a  larger  teaching  force,  that  the  energes  of  its  friends  should  be 
directed  to  these  ends,  and  I  was  asked  to  undertake  the  task.  Today  vs^ith  our 
plant  in  greatly  improved  shape,  with  our  faculty  increased  from  15  in  1905  to  33  in 
1920,  the  entire  teaching  force  raised  from  57  to  89,  with  our  financial  situation 
greatly  improved  and  comparing  favorably  with  that  of  our  competitors,  our 
present  need  is,  as  above  stated,  for  a  man  experienced  and  trained  in  educational 
methods,  and  with  good  executive  ability;  I  feel  content  in  the  knowledge  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  will  well  consider  the  situation,  and  fittingly  serve  our  Univer- 
sitj'-'s  needs.

AND  WHEREAS,  In  That,  Dr.  Drinker,  in  his  above  letter,  states  that  there  are 
no  urgent  reasons  why  his  resignation  should  be  made  effective  as  of  June  15th, 
1920,  or  as  of  any  stated  date;  but,  as  he  considerately  puts  it  "or  at  the  convenience 
of  the  Board", 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that.  We,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lehigh 
University,  acting  with  Dr.  Drinker's  consent,  accept  his  resignation,  to  become 
effective,  at  such  time,  within  the  reasonable  future,  as  this  Board  may  obtain  and 
elect  his  successor."

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DR.  DRINKER  TENDERS  RESIGNATION  AS  PRESIDENT 
A  Brief  Historv  of  His  Career 


Ever  since  President  Drinker  ann :  v .n : e i 
this  spring  that,  as  he  this  year  :::  : __r  = 
the  age  of  seventy,  he  would  retire  iro:::i 
the  leadership  of  Lehigh,  there  has  been 
a  great  outpouring  of  expressions  of  regret 
because  of  his  resignation  and  praise  for 
his  work.  From  alumni,  both  as  in- 
dividuals and  by  organizations,  from 
faculty  and  students  similarly,  from  news- 
papers of  the  state  and  nation,  from  edu- 
cators and  men  of  prominence  everywhere, 
there  have  come  eulogies  of  the  achieve- 
ments and  the  character  of  Lehigh's  great 
President.  Those  outside  the  Lehigh 
family  have  emphasized  his  work  in 
national  movements  such  as  forestry 
activities,  the  military  preparedness  move- 
ment, the  League  to  Enforce  Peace,  and 
others.  Lehigh  men  have  praised,  in  the 
words  of  one  of  the  alumni  club's  resolu- 
tions, the  manner  in  which  he  gave  to  the 
University  '"the  very  best  that  was  in  him, 
and  through  the  days  of  trouble  and  dark- 
ness steered  her  course  with  as  true  and 
firm  a  hand  as  in  times  when  no  cloud 
obscured  the  horizon." 

Henry  Sturgis  Drinker,  fifth  President 
of  Lehigh  University,  was  bom  at  Hong 
Kong.  China,  November  8,  1850.  His  par- 
ents were  both  Philadelphians.  His  father 
was  a  merchant  at  Hong  Kong.  After  his 
death  in  1857  his  widow,  with  her  child- 
ren, returned  to  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Drinker,  as  a  boy,  attended  school  in 
Baltimore  and  in  Philadelphia.  In  the 
fall  of  18  67,  one  year  after  the  founding 
of  Lehigh,  he  entered  the  University,  tak- 
ing the  course  in  mining.  He  was  gradu- 
ated in  1871  with  the  degree  of  Engineer 
of  Mines. 

Upon  graduation  he  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal  Company  at 
Henry  Colliery,  near  Wilkes-Barre.  Trans- 
ferring to  the  engineering  department  of 
the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company,  Dr. 
Drinker  was,  from  18  72  to  1875.  in  charge 
of  building  the  Musconetcong  Tunnel  on 
the  New  Jersey  Division  of  the  road.  His 
experience  and  studies  in  the  use  of  high 
explosives  and  machine  rock  drills  in  con- 
nection with  this  work  were  later  incorp- 
orated in  a  volume  entitled  "Treatise  on 
Tunneling,  Explosive  Compounds  and  Rock 
Drills,"  published  in  1S7S.  His  second 
book,  "Treatise  on  Explosive  Compounds 
and  Rock  Drills,"  came  out  in  1882.  These 
works  are  considered  classics  in  this  field. 

Along  with  his  engineering  work  Dr. 
Drinker  studied  law.  Admitted  .to  the 
Philadelphia  Bar  in  1877,  he  served  in  the 
legal  department  of  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad  Company  and  became  General 
Solicitor  of  the  company  in  1885.  He  held 
this  position  up  to  the  date  of  his  election 
to  the  Presidency  of  Lehigh  University. 
From  1887  to  1897  he  was  Assistant  to 
the  President

Along  with  his  du:ir;  ;.s  President  of 
the  University,  Dr.  Drinker  has  partici- 
pated in  movements  which  have  brought 
the  name  of  Lehigh  into  national  prom- 
inence. For  three  successive  terms,  1912 
to  1915,  he  served  as  President  of  the 
American  Forestry  Association,  of  which 
he  has  been  an  Executive  Committee  mem- 
ber from  1512  to  date.  He  has  been  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pennsylvania  Forestry  Asso- 
ciation since  1918.  He  is  Vice-President 
and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  National  Conservation  Congi-ess. 

Dr.  Drinker's  preparedness  work  was 
described  as  follows  in  a  minnte  of  the 
Military  Training  Camps  Association  of 
the  United  States  at  a  meeting  in  New 
York  on  May  17,  last:  "Ever  since  the 
formation  of  the  first  so-called  Students' 
Camps  in.  191.3,  Henry  Sturgis  Drinker. 
President  of  Lehigh  University,  has  been 
devoting  his  strength  and  his  constructive 
ability,  first  to  preparedness,  then  to  the 
active  prosecution  of  the  Great  War,  and 
since  the  Armistice  to  the  earnest  effort 
to  obtain  an  adequate  system  of  universal 
military  training  in  peace  and  of  universal 
service  in  war.  Since  the  organization 
of  the  Military  Training  Camps  Associa- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  1916,  he  has 
been  Chairman  of  its  Governing  Commit- 
tee, and  as  such  the  active  head  of  the 
Association.  His  efforts  in  behalf  of  this 
Association  and  of  the  principles  for  which 
it  stands,  before,  during  and  since  the 
War,  have  been  literally  tireless  and  ex- 
ceedingly fruitful." 

Dr.  Drinker  is  Secretary  of  the  Advisory 
Board  of  University  Presidents  on  Summer 
Military  Instruction  Camps.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
League  to  Enforce  Peace,  and  Chairman 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Branch.  He  was 
President  of  the  Association  of  College 
Presidents  of  Pennsylvania  in  1917.  Since 
1906  he  has  served  as  a  member  01  the 
College  and  University  Council  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Dr.  Drinker's  old  connection  with  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  was  resumed  in 
March,  1918,  when  he  was  elected  a 
Director  of  the  Company. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  con- 
ferred on  President  Drinker  by  Lafayette 
College  in  1905,  by  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  in  1910,  by  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  1911,  and  by  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  1915.

Perhaps  it  might  be  well  to  make  that 
heading  plural,  for  the  program  this  year 
covered  two  days  instead  of  one.  On  the 
morning  of  June  11th,  old  grads  began  to 
drift  in,  and  the  Class  of  18  95  in  par- 
ticular arrived  early  for  a  luncheon  at  the 
Bethlehem  Club,  followed  by  an  afternoon 
of  golf  at  the  Northampton  County 
Country  Club.  The  Alumni  Educational 
Committee  also  met  at  the  Bethlehem  Club 
for  lunch  and  followed  it  by  a  session  last- 
ing until  6:15,  at  which  reports  covering 
all  the  engineering  schools  and  also  the 
colleges  of  liberal  arts  and  business  ad- 
ministration were  presented  and  dis- 
cussed. 

The  Price  Jubilee  Dinner 

The  big  event  of  Friday  was  the  dinner 
given  to  Dr.  H.  R.  Price,  '70,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Lehigh's 
oldest  living  graduate.  At  the  very  start 
of  the  evening,  "Okey"  who  was  acting 
as  toastmaster,  announced  that  Dr.  Price 
was  entirely  too  young  to  give  a  dinner 
to  and  therefore  it  was  really  a  "party" 
and  everybody  was  invited  to  cast  their 
dignity  to  the  winds,  be  as  young  as  Price 
is,  and  celebrate  his  fiftieth  reunion  with 
a    real    old-time    "College    Night."      Never 


was  an  invitation  so  quickly  grasped.  The 
night  was  a  sizzling  one,  and  every  man 
shed  not  only  his  coat  but  his  dignity. 
Three  hundred  and  forty-four  men  sat 
down  to  this  dinner,  but  anyone  who  heard 
the  noise  would  have  sworn  that  there 
wasn't  less  than  5000.  The  Alumni 
were  seated  by  classes,  and  class  yells  and 
songs  which  had  not  been  heard  for  de- 
cades suddenly  came  surging  back  and  de- 
manded that  they  be  uttered.  (Uttered  is 
a  totally  inadequate  word.  Roared  is  what 
I  should  say.)  Sophomores  and  Fresh- 
men of  ten,  twenty  and  thirty  years  ago 
again  yelled  defiance  at  one  another. 
Meanwhile,  on  the  stage  a  troupe  of  forty 
undergraduates,  under  the  direction  of 
Park  Fraim,  '0  9,  pulled  a  continuous  per- 
formance. Orchestra  selections,  choruses, 
solos,  ballet  dances,  "Shimmy"  dances, 
tumbling,  jazz  by  Lehigh's  famous  Hawai- 
ian Quartette,  followed  in  quick  succes- 
sion. But  the  undergraduates  had  to  step 
some  to  keep  ahead  of  the  Alumni,  who 
had  an  awful  lot  of  music  of  their  own 
to  uncork.  Some  of  the  classes  even 
grabbed  the  stage  and  insisted  in  treating 
(?)  the  audience  to  a  few  choice  selec- 
tions. 
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"Hop"  Walters.  '0  3.  vras  master  of  cere- 
monies, and  vrith.  the  able  assistance  of 
Caleb  Kenny.  '10;  "Casey"'  Search..  15; 
Carter,  '17,  and  other  "well  kno'n'n  song- 
birds, scores  of  rousing  choruses  rose  in 
a  volume  that  literally  threatened  to  raise 
the  roof.  It  "wras  almost  impossible,  after 
three  hours  of  the  "^vildest  enthusiasm  ever 
shown  at  a  Lehigh  dinner,  to  still  the 
diners  sufficiently  to  put  across  the  fe"w- 
speeches  planned  for  the  occasion. 

In  a  short  speech  '"Okey"  introduced 
Dr.  Price,  reading  the  foIlo"wing  poem  by 
Morris  Pool,   '96: 

In  serried  ranks  come  Lehigh's  sons, 
With  rattling  cheers  like  volleyed   guns, 
To  greet  the  king  pin  of  the  clan, 
The  oldest,  youngest  Lehigh  man. 

South  Mountain  teemed  "with  deer  and  bear. 
The    red    man    rumpused    from    his    lair — 
Wild,  "wild  indeed,  "was  nature's  mien. 
When  Price  first  came  upon  the  scene. 

The  bridge  that  spans  the  Lehigh's  flood. 
Triumphal  arch  of — is  it  "trood"? 
Was  in  that  distant  day — 'tis  true!  — 
Was — dare  I  "write  it — nest  to  "New!" 

Undaunted  by  the  "war-"whoop"s  call. 
He  pitched  his  tent  in  Christmas  Hall. 
Met  Math  "with  bold  and  smiling  face. 
And  he  and  Drinker  made  the  place. 

When  holidays  loosed  learning's  serf 
And  left  him  free  to  tread  the  turf — 
Ah.   could  we  know  the  story,  much 
We'd  give! — be  sure  he  beat  the  Dutch. 

And  even  though  he's  settled  down, 
He  still,   returning,   owns  the  town — 
At  least  so  much  as  we  control 
Tonight  we  give  him  heart  and  soul. 

A  truce,  a  truce  to  mirth  and  jest, 
Mere   palpable   pretense    at    best, 
Transparent  mask  to  hide  the  tear 
Of  pride  with  which  we  greet  him  here. 

To  greet  him  here  so  hale  and  stout. 
To  hear  him  lead  a  Lehigh  shout. 
To  know  him  ready  at  each  call, 
Is  inspiration  to  us  all. 

Long  may  he  wave  among  his  boys, 
A  boy  whom  never  Time  alloys. 
A  son   of  Lehigh,   night   and   day, 
Come  hand  it  to  him — Hoorah— ray! 

Dr.  Price  spoke  of  the  early  days  when 
he  entered  Lehigh,  of  the  changes  that 
had  come  since  then  in  everything  but  the 
Lehigh  spirit,  which  is  never  changing. 
Dr.  Drinker  followed  as  the  nest  oldest 
Alumnus,  in  fact  as  the  Freshman  who 
the  brazen  Sophomore  Price  had  hazed, 
and  told  of  the  years  of  loving  service  Dr. 
Price  had  given  to  Lehigh.  Then  from 
the  Class  of  192  0,  Warren  A.  Wilbur,  in 
a  few  days  to  receive  Lehigh's  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts,  spoke  as  one  of  Lehigh's 
youngest  Alumni.  As  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  he  was  well  equipped  to 
add  his  mead  to  the  praise  of  our  splendid 
old  "young  man."  Then  when  "Pop" 
Meaker,  '75,  spoke  for  the  Reunion  Class 


next  in  line  to  that  of  Price,  the  diners 
rose  to  give  our  Professor  Emeritus  of 
Mathematics  a  tremendous  ovation.  They 
roared  again  when  "Pop,"  referring  to 
the  hilarity  and  joyousness  of  the  occa- 
sion, said,  "We  prohibitionists  always  said 
you  could  do  it."  Perhaps  so,  "Pop,"  but 
that  "near-beer"  they  served  certainly 
didn't  seem  very  different  from  the  old- 
time  stuff  we  used  to  get  at  "Charlie's" 
and  "Carls."  Reckon  the  Federal  agents 
had  a  little  consideration  for  the  feelings 
I  not  to  say  "fillings")  of  our  good  old 
Pennsylvania  Dutch  population.  Well,  we 
wanted  to  parade  so  we  had  to  call  on  the 
Mayor,  "Arch"  Johnston,  '89,  for  a  per- 
mit, and  "Arch"  said  we  were  going  to 
have  that  "P-rade"  if  he  had  to  lead  it 
himself.  He  made  us  a  bully  good  speech, 
did  "Arch,"  and  so  did  Mercer  Tate,  the 
President  of  the  Senior  Class.

Of 
course  they  had  to  stop  in  front  of  the 
"Fem-Sem"  and  serenade  the  girls  in  the 
good  old  way.  When  they  reached  the 
upper  field  they  found  it  lighted  by  flood- 
lights strung  in  the  gymnasium  windows. 
■"Dave"  Petty,  '09,  handled  this  mid-night 
parade  and  he  certainly  did  it  well. 

The  Midnight  Cremation 

The  Sophomore  Class,  which  had  two 
weeks  before  never  heard  of  a  Calculus 
Cremation  (the  custom  has  been  dead  for 
a  number  of  years),  put  on  a  fine  show, 
ending  with  a  huge  bonfire  on  which  the 
tmhappy  Calculus  was  toasted  to  a  turn, 
while  the  "Sophs"  danced  a  wild  war- 
dance  around  his  blazing  funeral  pyre.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the   their  conference   on  the  previous  evening 
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with  the  Trustees  Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  questions  growing  out  of  Dr. 
Drinker's  resignation,  stated  that  the 
Trustees  Committee  asked  that  an  Alumni 
Committee  of  folur  be  named  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  Association  to 
confer  with  the  Trustees  Committee  and 
aid  in  the  selection  of  a  president  for  Le- 
high. On  motion,  properly  seconded,  the 
following  were  named:  C.  D.  Marshall, 
Franklin  Baker,  Jr.,  W.  C.  Dickerman  and 
"Walter  R.  Okeson.  To  aid  this  committee 
in  determining  the  alumni  sentiment  it 
was  decided  to  mail  to  each  alumnus  a 
copy  of  a  letter  giving  the  facts.  Such  a 
letter  which  had  been  prepared  by  the 
Secretary  was  read  and  on  motion  adopted. 
Its  text  is  given  herewith. 

To  the  Alumni  of  Lehigh: 

You  have  all  received  a  letter  from  our 
beloved  President,  Dr.  Drinker,  advising 
you  of  his  resignation  to  take  effect  June 
15th. 

No  Lehigh  man  can  hear  this  news  with 
out  the  deepest  feeling  of  regret  and  a 
sense  of  the  almost  irreparable  loss  to  Le- 
high which  Dr.  Drinker's  resignation  en- 
tails. 

The  second  thought  must  inevitably  be 
"who  will  be  his  successor?"  Answering 
this  question  and  answering  it  so  that  Le- 
high's successful  future  will  be  assured 
is  the  big  problem  before  the  Trustees  of 
Lehigh  today.  And  they  ask  us,  the 
alumni  of  Lehigh,  in  a  sense  also  trustees 
for  our  Alma  Mater,  to  aid  in  solving  the 
problems  Dr.  Drinker's  resignation  has 
created.  In  so  many  words  they  have  said 
to  the  Alumni  Association  "HELP  US  TO 
CHOOSE  A  PRESIDENT  FOR  LEHIGH." 

Dr.  Drinker's  resignation  was  laid  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Trustees  at  a  meeting  on 
Friday,  April  23rd,  1920.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  having  a  strong  sense  of  realiza- 
tion of  their  great  responsibility  and  the 
need  of  careful  and  earnest  thought  be- 
fore proper  action  could  be  taken,  passed 
the  following  resolution: 

"RESOLVED,  That  a  committe  of  four, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Grace,  Warriner, 
Alumni  Trustee  Perry,  and  Wilbur  as 
Chairman,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  ques- 
tions raised  by  Dr.  Drinker's  proposed 
resignation." 

Pursuant  to  this  resolution  this  com- 
mittee met  and  decided  to  ask  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Alumni  Association  to  appoint 
four  members  from  the  alumni  body  to 
meet  with  them  to  consider  these  ques- 
tions. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  that  Board, 
consisting  of  C.  D.  Marshall,  '88;  Frank- 
lin Baker,  Jr.,  '95,  and  Walter  R.  Okeson, 
'96,  were  requested  to  meet  the  Trustees 
Committee  informally  on  May  6,  1920,  to 
discuss  the  situation  to  the  end  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association, 
meeting  on  May  7th  might  be  fully  ad- 
vised. At  this  meeting  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee told   the  Trustees   Committee   that 


in  so  far  as  they  had  been  able  to  gauge 
the  situation  the  alumni  desire  above  all 
things  the  utmost  deliberation  in  consider- 
ing and  choosing  Dr.  Drinker's  successor. 
The  Trustees  Committee  agreed  that  a 
reasonable  delay  would  do  Lehigh  no  harm 
and  might  conduce  to  her  future  good. 
They  asked  that  the  alumni  body  be  ad- 
vised of  the  circumstances  at  once  and 
requested  to  give  their  opinions  and  make 
suggestions,  and  decided  that  no  further 
meetings  of  the  Committee  would  be  held 
until  there  had  been  time  for  the  alumni 
to  respond  to  this  letter. 

In  the  meantime  they  requested  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion appoint  a  committee  of  four  to  con- 
fer and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
Trustees  Committee  of  four  to  aid  it  by 
advice  and  information  as  to  the  alumni 
attitude. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Alumni  Association  held  on  Fri- 
day, May  7th,  the  following  men  were 
elected  to  represent  the  alumni  on  this 
Conference  Committee:

Walter  R.  Okeson.

"What  type  of  man  do  you  want  for  Le- 
high?" Think  seriously  and  then  send  in 
your  advice  or  suggestion  for  our  guid- 
ance.

A  discussion  followed  as  to  the  type  of 
man  Lehigh's  needs  for  a  President.  In 
order  to  crystallize  the  sentiment  Presi- 
dent Marshall  asked  for  an  expression  of 
opinion  of  every  man  present. 

Morris — "A  business  executive  is 
needed  with  an  educator  as  Dean." 

Okeson — "An  educator  if  possible  but 
whether  the  man  be  business  executive  or 
educator  is  of  less  importance  than  to 
secure  a  man  of  great  moral  force." 

Baker — "Who  but  Hoover?  A  man  of 
that  type  at  any  rate.  An  engineer  and 
executive." 

Warriner — "As  a  member  of  the 
Trustees  Committee  my  mind  is  open  and 
I  am  not  ready  to  express  an  opinion." 

Lambert — "We  need  a  man  who  under- 
stands the  educational  game.  Who  will 
find  for  his  teaching  force  the  biggest  men 
he  can  get  with  the  money  at  hand." 

Murnane — -"I  have  no  convictions  as 
yet." 

Howe — "A  man  of  great  force  of  char- 
acter and  personality.  Should  know  some- 
thing of  education  as  an  art  by  itself. 
Not  a  mere  business  man." 
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Perry — "Like  Warriner  my  mind  is 
open."  Marshall  asks  what  problems  the 
Trustees  are  facing  that  might  effect  the 
selection  of  a  President.  Perry  answers 
that  he  has  never  heard  any  great  dis- 
cussion in  the  Trustees  meetings  of  educa- 
tional problems  and  knows  of  no  special 
ones  that  would  effect  the  selection." 

Reist — 'T  think,  like  Okeson.  that  we 
need  an  educator  of  high  character  and 
enthusiasm,  who  should  be  relieved  of  the 
problems  of  securing  money  for  the  Uni- 
versity." 

Weymouth — "I  agree  with  ZMorris.  T\'e 
need  a  business  executive  with  an  educator 
as  Dean.  I  want  to  see  the  President  a 
Lehigh  man  who  is  a  physical  embodiment 
of  Lehigh  spirit." 

Coleman — "'A  combination  of  what  Oke- 
son and  Lambert  have  said.  An  educator 
who  will  see  that  the  engineering  courses 
turn  out  engineers  and  not  glorified  me- 
chanics which  seems  to  be  the  present  day 
tendency  in  engineering  schools." 

Landis — ""VTe  should  first  take  account 
of  stock.  We  have  an  educational  plant. 
All  plants  require  the  same  type  of  execu- 
tive and  it  is  not  necessary  for  him  to 
know  the  minute  details  of  the  work  of 
that  plant.  He  must  be  able  to  select 
specialists  who  do  know  that  particular 
line  of  work  thoroughly.  At  Lehigh  we 
have  three  or  four  big  problems.  Only 
one  is  educational.  Therefore  it  is  not 
a  wise  course  to  select  a  man  on  purely 
educational  grounds.  We  must  have  a 
Dean  for  the  educational  problem.  In 
favor  of  an  executive  to  build  up  the  plant 
and  let  him  secure  an  educational  expert." 

McClintic — "We  need  a  strong  man. 
Such  a  man  as  MacLaurine.  recently  Presi- 
dent of  M.  I.  T.  Let  him  get  the  men 
under  him  to  do  the  educational  work. 
Look  around.  See  who  is  the  best  college 
president.  Then  find  a  man  like  him  if 
possible." 

Dodson — "There  are  three  phases  of  the 
problem.  Educational,  business,  the  build- 
ing of  character.  We  need  a  man  of  strong 
moral  convictions  and  not  afraid  to  state 
them.  Try  to  get  an  educator  who  is  an 
executive  but  primarily  judge  him  on  his 
force  of  character." 

Wilson — "I  agree  with  Okeson  as  the 
fundamental  type  we  need.  I  think  before 
any  selection  can  be  made  the  educational 
policy  should  be  determined.  Are  we 
going  to  have  a  Dean?" 

Warriner — "I  think  I  should  make  it 
clear  that  the  President  of  Lehigh  is  not 
held  responsible  for  its  financial  manage- 
ment. The  Board  of  Trustees  manage  the 
finances  and  the  President  does  what  he 
can  with  the  income  given  him.  His  work 
is  primarily  the  moulding  of  the  students, 
morally,  physically  and  mentally." 

The  general  consensus  of  opinion  at  the 
end  of  the  discussion  was  that  while  there 
was  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  desired  type  would  be  a  busi- 
ness executive  or  an  educator  that  there 
was  very  general  agreement  as  to  the  need 
of  a  man  whose  personality,  character  and 


moral  force  would  inspire  and  animate  the 
faculty,  undergraduates  and  the  alumni. 

The  question  of  giving  the  local  clubs 
ofiicial  standing  and  recognition  was  then 
taken  up.  It  was  especially  desired  that 
a  plan  be  worked  out  that  would  enable 
the  clubs  to  pass  on  the  various  questions 
of  policy  that  come  before  the  Board  of 
Directors.  And  especially  to  have  their 
aid  in  the  nominating  of  the  officers  of  the 
association.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  work  out  such  a  plan. 

The  President  appointed  H.  J.  Hartzog, 
04.   and  Ezra   Bowen.   '13,   as  auditors  to 
pass  on  the  association  accounts. 

On  motion,  properly  seconded,  all  ex- 
penditures made  by  the  Secretary  in  the 
name  of  the  Alumni  Association  during 
the  past  year  were  approved. 

It  was  decided  to  postpone  the  building 
of  the  Memorial  until  next  year  and  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  ask  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Fund.  The  E.  P.  Wilbur  Trust 
Co.,  to  invest  the  funds  for  a  period  of  one 
year  so  as  to  secure  a  6%  return  if  con- 
sistent with  the  safety  of  the  principal. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 
June,  1919,  to  June,  1920 

The  Alumni  Memorial  Campaign,  the 
formation  of  the  Alumni  Educational 
Committee  and  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Drinker,  followed  by  the  request  that  the 
alumni  assist  the  Trustees  in  choosing  his 
successor,  have  been  the  high  lights  in  the 
business  career  of  the  association  during 
the  past  twelve  months.  Xever  before  has 
the  association  undertaken  so  many  im- 
portant projects  within  a  short  twelve 
months  and  the  earnestness  and  zeal  with 
which  they  have  attacked  their  problems 
proves  beyond  a  doubt  that  Lehigh  has  at 
last    "a   grown-up   alumni  body." 

The  Memorial  Campaign  required  great 
preparation  and  hard  work  by  the  alumni 
office,  but  once  under  way  the  class  and 
district  committees  shouldered  the  load 
and  in  a  few  months  three  times  as  much 
money  was  pledged  as  was  the  case  in  the 
Alumni  Endowment  Campaign  of  twelve 
years  ago.  Today  we  have  already  re- 
ceived in  payment  of  installments  on 
pledges,  almost  double  the  amount  paid 
in  during  a  period  of  twelve  years  on  the 
Endowment.  So  it  is  evident  that  our 
alumni  are  reaching  the  point  where  our 
L'niversity  can  lean  much  more  heavily  on 
them  than  was  the  case  in  the  past. 

When  our  fund  had  reached  75^  of  its 
total,  we  found  it  advisable,  as  did  Har- 
vard on  reaching  the  same  percentage,  to 
temporarily  discontinue  the  campaign  and 
allow  our  workers  to  catch  their  breath. 
As  soon  as  building  conditions  warrant 
our  going  ahead  with  construction  the 
campaign  will  be  renewed  and  the  money

A.  E.  Forstall  rose  to  make  inquiry  as 
to  whether  the  present  athletic  policy  oi 
Lehigh  tended  to  bring  about  more  gen- 
eral participation  in  sport  by  the  student 
body. 

.  Prof.  Reiter  answered  that  efforts  of  the 
Athletic  Committee  were  directed  to  that 
end  but  that  it  was  hard  to  get  boys  who 
had  not  acquired  the  habit  of  play  in  the 
preparatory  schools  to  go  in  for  sport  in 
college.  Nevertheless,  Lehigh,  by  sup- 
porting more  branches  of  sport  than  was 
the  case  with  any  other  college  of  her  size, 
had  successded  in  getting  out  a  large  num- 
ber of  men.  Also  the  policy  of  having  all 
the  year  around  coaches  who  were  not 
required  to  justify  their  reengagement  by 
victories  won,  but  rather  by  the  general 
good  affect  they  were  able  to  obtain  tended 
to  prevent  the  limiting  of  sport  to  a  few 
experts.  But  that  the  Athletic  Committee 
felt  that  much  was  still  to  be  accomplished 
in  the  matter  of  bringing  about  a  general 
participation  in  games  by  all  able-bodied 
undergraduates.

The  event  of  the  day  was  the  conferring 
of  the  Honorary  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
on  Warren  A.  Wilbur,  Secretary  of  the 
Trustees  of  Lehigh  University  and  one  of 
Pennsylvania's  leading  citizens. 

Mr.  Wilbur  was  presented  for  the  de- 
gree, on  behalf  of  the  Faculty,  by  Pro- 
fessor Robert  W.  Blake,  Head  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Science  of  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity.    In  so  doing  Professor  Blake  said: 

"The  young  men  who  have  just  received 
their  diplomas  underwent  in  the  pursuit 
of  them,  tribulations  of  many  kinds — reci- 
tations, examinations,  probations  and  such 
other  ordeals  as  an  ingenious  faculty  could 
invent  to  make  the  way  to  a  degree  hard. 
They  have  yet  to  prove,  however,  what 
knowledge  they  really  possess,  what  work 
they  can  do  with  it,  and  whether  that  work 
will  bear  the  marks  of  self-seeking  only, 
or  the  impress  of  idealism  and  altruism. 
The  real  test  is  thus  before  them.  I  want 
to  introduce  now  for  a  degree  one  who  has 
this  real  test  behind  him.  For  he  has  been 
under  the  critical  scrutiny  of  this  com- 
munity for  many  years,  and  the  record  of 
his  accomplishment  is  distinguished.  He 
is  a  banker  and  man  of  affairs,  known 
widely  for  his  ability  and  his  integrity,  a 
leader  in  all  important  social  and  philan- 
thropic enterprises  in  the  community,  a 
man  who  gives  generously  of  his  time  and 
talents  to  public  service.  He  has  long  been 
a  Trustee  of  the  University,  and  so  made 
its  interests  his  own  that  it  seems  as  if  he 
had  no  other  interests.  They  say  the  same 
thing  of  him  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  at  the 
Church  of  the  Nativity,  at  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  His  work  has  upon  it  that 
stamp  of  idealism  and  altruism  to  which  I 
have  referred.  The  Faculty  has  been  so 
impressed  by  his  character  and  attain- 
ments that  they  desire  to  make  him  an 
Alumnus  of  the  University,  and  to  that  end 
have  voted  to  confer  upon  him,  honoris 
causa,  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  I 
now  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to 
you  the  gentleman  of  whom  I  have  been 
speaking,  Warren  A.  Wilbur." 
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Warren  A.  Wilbur,  M.A.  (Hon.),  '20 

Mr.  Wilbur  was  further  presented  for 
the  Degree  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  by 
Dr.  Henry  R.  Price,  President  of  the 
Board,  who  said: 

"It  is  with  keen  satisfaction  and  great 
pleasure  that,  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  I  endorse,  on  their  behalf,  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  Wilbur  for  the  honorary 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  During  his 
entire  life  he  has  been  Interested  in  Le- 
high's welfare,  and  for  the  past  fifteen 
years  his  untiring  and  able  services  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  have  been  of  inestim- 
able value.  His  keen  administration  of 
Lehigh's  funds  and  intimate  detailed 
knowledge  about  all  phases  of  the  L'niver- 
sity's  work  have  made  him  an  ideal 
Trustee.  Lehigh  is  honored  in  being  able 
to  enroll  him  among  her  sons." 

In  conferring  the  degree  President 
Drinker  said: 

"Warren  Abbott  Wilbur,  recognized  by

On  Alumni  Day  hundreds  of  Lehigh 
Alumni  viewed  the  model  of  the  proposed 
Memorial  Building,  which  was  on  exhibi- 
tion in  Drown  Hall.  For  the  benefit  of 
those  who  could  not  be  with  us  we  repro- 
duce some  photographs  of  this  model. 
The  plans  were  also  available  for  those 
who  wished  to  look  over  them.  These 
plans  show  a  building  164  feet  long  on 
the  front  facade,  with  a  central  Memorial 
Hall  3  0  feet  by  75  feet.  Behind  this  is 
a  corridor  connecting  the  two  wings,  and 
opening  off  this  corrider  a  circular  main 
stairway  to  the  second  floor.  The  wings 
are  32  feet  by  85  feet,  inside  dimensions. 
The  south  wing  will  contain  the  offices  for 
the  Administrative  and  Faculty  Officers  of 
the  University,  a  Trustees  meeting  room, 
and  a  Faculty  meeting  room.  The  first 
and  second  fioors  are  connected  by  a 
private  stairway,  so  these  offices  are 
readily  accessible  one  to  the  other.  In 
the  north  wing  on  the  first  floor  will  be  a 
room  the  full  size  of  the  wing,  which  will 
be  fitted  up  as  a  reading  and  club  room 
for  the  Faculty  and  returning  Alumni.  On 
the  walls  will  be  photographs  of  the  plants 


headed  by  Lehigh  men  which  supplied  our 
armies  and  those  of  our  allies.  The 
records  of  the  boys  in  uniform  will  be  on 
the  bronze  tablets  in  the  Memorial  Hall, 
but  any  one  wanting  a  more  complete 
record  of  them  or  the  record  of  our  men 
in  civilian  service  will  find  it  in  this  big 
assembly  and  club  room.  On  the  second 
floor  will  be  the  offices  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  and  a  gallery  will  connect 
these  offices  with  the  main  stairs  and  with 
the  Administration  and  Faculty  offices  in 
the  other  wing. 

On  the  basement  floor  is  a  wonderful 
room  in  the  north  end  for  the  Supply 
Bureau.  It  can  be  fltted  up  to  make  it 
a  big  assembly  and  lounging  room  for  the 
students,  with  a  soda  bar,  dozens  of  tables, 
comfortable  chairs  and  a  piano.  Besides 
their  books,  drawing  materials,  etc.,  they 
can  get  soda,  ice  cream,  candy,  tobacco, 
and  perhaps  even  a  light  lunch.  There  are 
great  possibilities  in  this  as  has  been 
shown  in  the  Union  Buildings  at  other  col- 
leges. We  need  something  of  this  kind  at 
Lehigh.  Our  present  supply  bureau,  were 
it    not    for    its    cramped    quarters,    could 
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quadruple  it  business.  Also  there  Is  not 
a  place  where  the  boys  can  congregate  in 
large  numbers  in  their  leisure  time.  This 
room  with  almost  3  000  square  feet  of 
floor  space  would  be  an  ideal  place  for 
them.  However,  it  would  have  to  be  run 
in  a  way  to  make  the  students  realize  it 
belongs  to  them  and  they  would  have  to 
feel  that  they  were  under  no  more  re- 
striction there  than  they  would  be  in  any 
of  the  town  places  they  now  patronize. 

The  Architects  who  produced  these 
beautiful  plans  are  J.  L.  Burley,  '94,  and 
T.  C.  Visscher,  '9  9,  and  we  are  very  proud 
to  feel  that  Lehigh  alumni  have  designed 
their   own  building. 

The  site  of  the  building  will  be  just 
where  the  house  occupied  by  Prof.  Thorn- 
berg  now  stands.  This  is  the  second  brick 
house  as  you  come  in  from  the  Brodhead 
Avenue  entrance.  The  building  will  face 
east  and  the  tower  will  be  approximately 
on  the  axial  line  running  from  the  main 
Gymnasium  entrance  through  the  flag 
pole. 

The  Building  Committee  willnot  be  able 
to  start  work  until  the  major  part  of  the 
money  subscribed  is  actually  in  hand.  The 
University  must  sign  the  contract  and  of 
course  we  will  not  ask  them  to  do  this 
until  every  dollar  of  the  contract  price  is 
actually      paid      in.        At      present      about 


$200,000  is  still  to  be  paid  and  it  will  be 
about  January  1,  1921,  before  the  whole 
amount  is  due  under  the  pledges.  This 
falls  in  very  well  with  the  Building  Com- 
mittee's present  plans.  They  hope  that 
prices  will  ease  off  sufficiently  in  the  next 
six  months  to  make  it  feasible  to  let  the 
contract  next  winter  and  break  ground  in 
the  spring  of  1921. 

Of  course  we  have  a  job  to  do  before 
this  building  is  dedicated.  We  must 
finish  our  Campaign  and  secure  the 
$100,000  we  need  for  the  Endowment. 
Also,  we  are  still  about  $20,000  shy  on  the 
money  required  for  building.  Subscrip- 
tions are  still  coming  in,  but  because  no 
one  is  canvassing  for  them  they  are  com- 
ing in  slowly.  Surely  no  Lehigh  man 
needs  to  be  asked  to  give  to  this  project. 
Every  man  should  be  his  own  canvasser. 
That  many  are  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
since  March  1,  sixty-nine  subscriptions  for 
approximately  $5  000  have  been  sent  in 
besides  a  number  of  increased  subscrip- 
tions from  men  who  had  previously  sub- 
scribed.

A  Three-Day  Session  at  the  Univei"sity  of 
jVIichigan 

On  May  13,  14  and  15  almost  a  hundred. 
Alumni  Secretaries,  from  every  important 
college  in  the  country,  met  in  a  three  day 
conference  in  Ann  Arbor,  as  the  guests  of 
the  University  of  Michigan.  The  session 
v?-as  the  most  interesting  and  instructive 
one  of  the  seven  conferences  that  have 
been  held  by  the  body  since  its  formation. 
The  Association  of  Alumnae  Secretaries 
■was  invited  to  join  in  the  same  conference, 
which  added  greatly  to  the  interest  and 
also  to  the  pleasure  of  the  occasion.

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COLLEGE  AND  ALUMNI  NEWS 


NOT  LEHIGH'S  YEAR 

Although  Lehigh's  teams  this  year  were 
decidedly  not  below  par  we  cannot  count 
the  victories  that  teams  of  the  same  cali- 
bre would  have  given  us  in  past  years. 
Most  of  the  colleges  had  exceptionally 
strong  material  and  the  teams  generally 
were  of  unusually  high  quality.  Only  in 
lacrosse  and  tennis  did  we  have  any  de- 
cided success,  although  most  of  the  teams 
had  many  victories  to  their  credit.  How- 
ever, we  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  never  before  had  so  many  men  par- 
ticipated in  intercollegiate  sport  at  Lehigh 
and  much  new  material  has  been  develop- 
ed which  will  make  its  presence  felt  in  the 
years  to  come. 

LACROSSE 

For  the  first  time  since  1916  Lehigh 
won  the  Southern  Lacrosse  Championship, 
and  furthermore,  they  defeated  by  a  score 
of  4-1  the  Northern  Champions,  Syracuse. 
The  most  notable  feature  of  their  season 
was  defeating  Johns  Hopkins  on  their  own 
grounds,  something  no  college  team  has 
done  for  many  years.  Early  in  the  season 
the  team  was  very  crude  and  looked  any- 
thing but  like  a  championship  team.  As 
the  season  advanced  the  able  coaching  of 
O'Neill  showed  its  effects,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  season  they  were  easily  the  best 
team  in  the  country.  Furthermore,  they 
played  their  last  two  championship  games 
without  a  penalty  being  assessed  against 
them,  and  of  this  fact  we  are  exceedingly 
proud.  All  honor  to  this  fine  team  and 
their   splendid   Coach.

Lehigh  was  unfortunate  in  furnishing 
the  only  accident,  which  occurred  in  the 
"alert"  contest.  In  this  the  pilots  re- 
moved their  flying  clothes  and  lay  do"w^n 
on  Army  cots.  At  a  pistol  shot  they  dived 
into  their  clothes  and  raced  to  their  planes. 
Mechanics  spun  the  "props"  and  the  pilots 
got  their  ships  into  the  air  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible. W.  G.  Nowell,  '23,  was  Lehigh's 
contestant  and  his  machine  developed 
motor  trouble.  The  mechanic  finally  got 
the  motor  running  and  the  plane  rose 
about  fifty  feet.

Dr.  Stillwell  is  recognized  as  one  of 
America's  greatest  electrical  engineers.

Illinois,  was  honored  at  the  recent  com- 
mencement of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh 
with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science. 

Charles  J.  O'Neill,  E.E.,  '93,  a  promin- 
ent attorney  of  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
President  of  the  Washington  Lehigh  Club, 
was  recently  elected  President  of  the 
Rotary  Club  of  Washington.

George  M.  Crawford,  '17,  is 
reported  by  the  "Public  Ledger"  of  June 
21,  1920,  to  have  sunk  single  handed  a 
Bolshevist  ship  loaded  with  troops  in  the 
river  Dnieper  during  the  Polish  operations 
in  the  Ukraine.  The  "Ledger"  account 
reads:  "Crawford,  a  member  of  the  famous 
Kosciusko  squadron  of  American  Airmen, 


twice  braved  rifle  fire  from  the  soldiers 
in  order  to  attack  the  vessel,  and  poured 
incendiary  ammunition  into  her  until  she 
caught  fire  and  sank.  In  later  operations 
Lieut.  Crawford  and  another  American 
aviator  were  forced  to  make  an  emergency 
landing  and  were  discovered  by  Soviet 
cavalry.  They  used  their  machine  guns 
on  the  approaching  Cossacks,  but  finally 
realizing  the  fight  was  hopeless  they  set 
fire  to  their  airplanes  ran  for  the  woods 
and  escaped."  Crawford  was  a  pilot  in  the 
20th  Aero  Squadron  of  the  American  Ex- 
piditionary  Forces  during  the  war  and  had 
many  adventures  in  France,  including  a 
short  captivity  in  a  German  prison  camp 
at  Carlsruhe.
